These privileges vary 
ttcu H-diniC to tlie corps; a certain lali- 
tude is allowed to the Colonels in the 
treatini iit of the 'tra /fir/t '/'•>. who ;;rc 
in principle only ealisUMi men. In 
Germanv the tenn (^adet is applied to 
n studt'nt at tlic mil tary s liools that 
have been established to insuie the till- 
ing of Taoanclei araon^ the ofDoern of 
the anny. Thest! schools are nine in 
number, of which seven are in L'russia, 
one at Dresden, for the Ss.xon arm 
and one at Mnnirh for the liavar an 
army. Of the seven I'rnssian schools, 
8 X are only primary; they do not finisli 
the e<lucittion of their scholars, who. at 
tit teen years o age are all sent to the 
principal schoo! establishetl at Lichter- 
feld. The Cadet schools all receive the 
pupils at ten years of a^e and upward; 
the lat er can enter only after an ex- 
amination whose scope varies with the 
age of the appl cant Althotigh these 
scliools have a military organisation, 
the time spent there is not counted as 
etlective service; consequently, at the 
e\p ration of the required number 
of years of study, the cadets are 
distributed amonjf the refrimcnts of 
the dilt'erent arms of the service, 
trlu're the* co-nnience by serving six 
months a.s enlisted men under the 
same eonciit'ons as the avnntaq nn*. 
Once that thev have been appo tited 
I'orte-Epeo Fahnrich, the asjurunt oili- 
ccrs. whether ( Cadets or annitaqiuru 
must pass throtiirli one of the w:ir 
hchools ( Krieffsschulen ) of the (ierinan 
Empire in order to l)e promoted oill- 
cers. It isTinlv after five months' serv- 
ice at least with the rank of ensign 
porte-epee, and, conse uentlv, after 
eleven months of active servi<e that 
they can be sent to the war schools. 
There a"e nine of the.se schools; the 
course of studie-i ^ from nin«^ to ten 
months. On leaving the students go 
to Berlin to undergo he ore the Military 
Co m ssion sitt ng in that city a new 
exam nation that decnles their fitness 
*or the g iide of Seotmd Lieutenant. 
Hut before promot'on they must stand 
another tesf; they nriust be accepted by 
the corps of otii ers t icy desire to join. 
In each regiment the otlicers assembled, 
with the Colonel presid ng. decide upon 

the suitableness of the candidate as re 
gards character, honor, aopi^l stftni^ing, 
etc. Finally, for the special branches, 
artillery or engineers, officers must 
pats through the school of applic«tion 
al 3«f:lin.
